Ever so often someone writes 
in asking the names of the men 
who are shown on the Iwo Jima 
stamp which was issued in 1945 as 
a tribute to the part the United 
States Marines played in World 
War Ii. 

The following names have been 
certified as correct by General 
Vandergrift to H. M. Brehm of 


New London, Wis. who passed 
them on to me. ; 
The six were Sgt. Michael 


Strank, Pfc. Franklin R. Sousley, 
Pfc. Ira H. Hayes. Pfc. Rene Ar- 
thur Gagnon, Cpl, Harlon H. Block 
and Navy Ph. M2/C John H. 
Bradley. The first five men were 
marines. 

Strank, Block and Sousley 
were killed in action. 

(Why not clip this out or copy 
it right now for future refer- 
ence?) 

Most persons do not know that 
the flag raising as depicted on the 
stamp did not occur until after 
two previous attempts had been 
made and broken up by Jap sni- 
pers. The third wave of volun- 
teers did the job and it is these 
men who who are shown on the 
stamp. 

Due to the fact that there were 
actually three attempts made by 
three different groups of men to 
raise the flag, confusion resulted 
in naming the actual heroes.

On the other hand since the 
APS is supposed to be for all col- 
lectors, that $10 and up fee is go- 
ing to disgust and discourage a 
lot of folks from exhibiting their 
stamps and even from continuing 
their memberships. 

While the APS actually has no 
real control over the frame fees 
and other items of cost, it better 
get in there and do something

ICELAND SEMI - POSTAL 
STAMPS. In the early days of 
June, Iceland plans to issue a set 
of five semi-postal stamps the 
surtax from which will be applied 
to the support of five different 
charitable institutions. The 10 plus 
10 aur. pictures a bedfast child 
and a hospital building and is for 
the benefit of the Children’s Hos- 
pital. The 35 plus 15 aur. pictures 
a Red Cross Nurse and is for that 
society’s benefit. The 50 plus 25 
aur. will help the Tuberculosis 
Sanatorium and anti-tuberculo- 
sis work—it depicts a nurse and 
patient and a hospital. The Old 
Folks Home will be supported by 
the surtax from a 60 plus 25 aur.; 
the stamp design shows an elderly 
couple. Iceland’s Life Saving So- 
ciety is to share in the funds also 
—the 75 plus 25 aur. depicts a sea 
rescue. The illustration and the in- 
formation about the stamps was 
sent by Jonas Halgrimsson, Reyk- 
javik, Iceland.

A DID YOU KNOW ITEM: 
Should a fellow collector tell you 
some time that between twenty 
and thirty million commemorative 
stamps were destroyed at the 
Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing before they reached the pub- 
lic, he might know the story 
which follows. 

It happened back in 1912, and 
it was to elimina‘e a glaring error 
which was incorporated into the 
design of the 2c value of the 
Panama-Pacific Exposition issue. 

In anticipation of the comple- 
tion of the Panama Canal, the 
city of San Francisco began plans 
for an exposition to celebrate the 
event. The Post Office Depart- 
ment was asked to issue a set of 
stamps to supply propaganda for 
the Exposition and the Canal 
which it did. 

As originally issued, the series 
consisted of four stamps with 
values of lc, 2c, 5c and 10c. All 
were to have b¢en released during 
December 1912, and all were, ex- 
cept the two center which is the 
one that had the error. 

If you will look at your copy 
of the 2c stamp, you will note 
that the wording under the pic- 
ture says “Panama Canal.” The 





20 to 30 million stamps which 
were destroyed had the wording 
“Gatun Locks” in the same place, 
and this was wrong. 

The Gatun Locks of the Panama 
Canal had been selected as the 
design of «his stamp. The Bureau 
did not find a good picture of 
them to use as a model for the 
engravers, so Director Ralph 
made an ingenious substitute. The 
Bureau of Insular Affairs of the 
War Department had a display 
of model locks for the Canal. Into 
the one of the Pedro Miguel locks, 
Ralph had some water placed and 
model ships floated. A _ picture 
was then taken and this was the 
model for the stamp design. 

Of the 16 plates prepared to 
print the stamp, eight were used 
at once, and the 2¢ to 30 million 
stamps were run off before some- 
one pointed out te the POD that 
the design was of the Pedro Mi- 
guel Locks and not of the Gatun 
Locks as the wording under the 
stamp said. 

Not one of the “error” stamps 
ever reached‘ the public, and the 
reengraving of the plate delayed 
the appearance of the stamp until 
January 18, 1913. 

The Canal was opened for the 
first day to commercial traffic on 
August 15, 1914, and the Exposi- 
tion at San Francisco opened the 
following year on February 20, 
1915 and lasted until December 4. 

A bill, S. 1550. was introduced 
into the Senate on April 11 for a 
stamp to honor the 100th anniver- 
sary of the founding of the Inter- 
ior Department. Senator Taylor 
was the sponsor. 

It has been referred to the Com- 
mittee on Post Office and Civil 
Service. 

If you think that the 100th an- 
niversary »%f the Interior Depart- 
ment deserves recognition, which 
I certainly believe it does, why 
not just take a minute to write a 
few lines to this effect to Post- 
master General Donaldson, Post 
Office Department. Washington 
25, D. C. He is supposed to be 
the final authority on the stamps 
to appear.

British Silver Wedding Stamps 


Ever since this series of stamps started coming over here we 
have been pestered with complaints from both collectors and dealers 
about unethical practices with regard to prices. It has gotten to 
such a point where if we attempted to correspond with those com- 
i Bee en nr te plaining and those complained about in an 
effort to iron out the difficulties we would 
need a couple extra stenographers and 
someone extra to handle the matter. The 
complaints have been much more frequent 
lately. We can readily understand the 
cause of the complaints for they stem 
from the fact that a collector sees an offer 
of these stamps by a dealer at a quoted 
price. He remits his money but does not 
get the stamps. Instead he gets a letter 
to the effect that the stamps have ad- 
vanced in price or that they are sold out 
at present. What the dealer should do in 
these cases is either to fill the order or 
to return the money immediately. 

The fault lies in the fact that the 
dealer is attempting through black market 
money sources to buy the stamps at prices 
lower than sound and legitimate supply 
sources in London offer the stamps. He 
Pes is promised something at a price. He prints 
GEO, LINN an advertisement offering at a price and 

then is held up by his source of supply 
and does not get the stamps or he learns that the stamps are ad- 
vancing in Britain and he refuses to sell at the price he originally 

uoted. 

’ It is of course rotten business. We are told that we should re- 
fuse to accept further advertising from those dealers who have 
been complained of in this respect. Our defense is that if we did this 
we would have to throw a lot of advertisers out. They would 
advertise in other papers, for we have never yet seen any of them 
that have thrown any of these advertisers out for the reasons as 
explained. 

The one great fault in the stamp trade is lack of any sound 
Business Mans’ organization that has an interest in developing a 
sound mode of operation and a line of business ethics in the stamp 
trade. 
It is not possible for the stamp papers to police the stamp trade. 
what should be done is that the stamp trade should police itself for 
the good it would do the hobby. This might be done someday if 
enough good sound business men ever get into the stamp business. 
We are confident that the business would benefit if this were done, 
but it is fully apparent that those who are at the head of the trade 
as represented by the ASDA are not of that opinion. __ ; 

The incident we mention with reference to the British Silver 
Wedding stamps is only one of many things that bedevil the pub- 
lishers week after week. Any honest publisher will tell you the 
same story and I feel that all of us would be happy to have the 
troubles eliminated. 

Perhaps as we have suggested in the past, we need a Judge 
Landis for the hobby. This suggestion has also been made by other 
writers and right now there is available a man who would be ideal 
for this post. We might even go further and suggest that this man 
be made head of the American Stamp Dealers Association at a sub- 
stantial salary and with power to att for the good of the trade 
plus the good of the hobby. We believe if this were done that it 
would be the greatest forward step ever made for the betterment 
of conditions philatelic, that has ever been taken. The man_ has 
proven his ability, his mettle and he would be acclaimed by those 
who know him as a Godsend to the troubles that have beset our 
hobby in both the field of collecting and in the field of dealing. 
He is a man who could be trusted implicitly to work for the best 
interests of our hobby and any sensible person knows we need 
something of this nature mighty bad. ; : 

Don Lybarger who has served as President of the American 
Philatelic Society for the past four years is the man for this post. 
The A. P. S. would have been doing a bright thing if they had 
drafted him for life, for Don has done more for the A. P. S. than 
all the Presidents of the last fifty years rolled into one ball. 

We believe his association with the stamp trade and the hobby 
either as a Judge of the Base Ball world type or as head of the 
Dealers Organization would benefit every legitimate stamp dealer 
as well as every collector. His work would do more than anything 
else to make our hobby grow and to put it in the place it so much 
deserves as the greatest hobby in the world. ‘ 

The stamp trade and the publishing trade is big enough to 
support a man of this calibre. Now is the time, another such man 
might be hard to find at a later date. Lybarger is capable, honest, 
sincere and his management of the A. P. S. over the past years shows 
conclusively that he knows how to work and get things done. ’ 

The opportunity is at hand, will the stamps dealers of America

Philatelic Foundation 
Seeks Ashbrook Data 


For many years, Stanley B. 
Ashbrook, the outstanding phila- 
telic student of Fort Thomas, Ky., 
has been slowly but surely ac- 
cumulating a file of philatelic 
data on United States 19th Cen- 
tury and Confederate’ States 
stamps, postal markings and post- 
al history that is of inestimable 
value to American philately. 

His files contain thousands and 
thousands of photographs of 
stamps and covers, dating’ back 
over thirty years, as well as 
thousands of hand-drawn _ trac- 
ings of rare postal markings, auc- 
tion records, and all sorts of data, 
indispensable to the _ scientific 
study of the subjects in which he 
has so painstakingly devoted his 
attention for years, 

Mr. Ashbrook is our foremost 
authority on U. S. postal laws, 
regulations, rates, markings and 
uses, and scarcely a week passes 
without numerous requests from 
collectors all over the country for 
solutions of unusual rates and 
uses, 

He has built up a library and 
reference file in this branch that 
is without equal anywhere else. 
His files on Foreign Rate covers 
(U. S. Mail to foreign countries) 
contain more data on this sub- 
ject than has ever been accumu- 
lated by any other American 
philatelic student. He is, of course, 
our recognized authority on this 
branch of  philatelic research 
work. 

Mr. Ashbrook started his study 
of our 1847 Issue in 1916, and it 
was in that year that he laid his 
foundation of the plating of the 
5c 1847. He is positive that the 
5¢ value will never be plated, but 
his files contain more valuable 
data on the subiect than has ever 
been accumulated elsewhere, and 
a careful survey of his files on the 
1847 Issue will convince anyone 
that here is a mine of informa- 
tion that is unequalled. 

In this section is included the 
original files of Dr. Carroll Chase 
on the 1847 Issue, including his 
manuscripts written in 1916. 

Students who are familiar with 
this unique accumulation which 
has become so valuable to scien- 
tific philately believe that steps 
should be taken to acquire it for 
the Philatelic Foundation where 
it would be added to the famous 
Luff Reference material, and be 
forever available for the study of 
American Postal History of the 
19th Century and for the use of 
the Expert Committee of the 
Foundation. 

Saul Newbury of Chicago has 
had first-hand contact with the 
Ashbrook files on numerous oc- 
casions, and he was one of the 
first to suggest that steps should 
be taken without delay to see that 
all of this valuable philatelic data 
be eventually acquired by the 
Philatelic Foundation, and to start 
the ball rolling he _ contributed 
$1,000 to that end. 

As soon as Harold Brooks of 
Marshall, Mich.. heard of this, he 
voluntarily suggested. that he 
would add $500 to the amount, 
and at the present time a group of 
collectors has agreed to contribute 
a total of over $4,000. 

The thought in mind would be 
to leave this material in Mr. Ash- 
brook’s possession during his life- 
time, or as long*as he would care 
to continue to build it up. Then, 
to encourage him to add as much 
material to it as possible, and 
create a fund that would pay the 
necessary annual expenses for 
photographs and other expenses 
that would be involved. In the 
meantime the entire collection 
would be the property of the

Foundation and subject to its use 
at any time. 

It is necessary that an initial 
fund of $5000 be raised which will 
be turned over to Mr. Ashbrook 
for the purchase of the photo- 
graphs, records, and files, that 
have been mentioned.

The first existed from April 22 to 
28 when the Fair displayed arti- 
cles of a general commercial na- 
ture.

The man in the design is Her- 
mous German merchant of the 
16th century. 
adapted to the stamp design from 
a painting made of him by Hans 
Holbein the Younger in 1533. 

Appearing at the lower left of 
the design is a merchant sailing 
ship of the same era in full sail, 
Also to be seen in back of Wedigh 
is a Mercator Projection of a 
Globe of the World. 

Completing the design is the 
wording, “Exportmesse-Hanover, 
1949” and “Deutsche Post” and 
the numeral of value. 

All three of the stamps are is-|: 
sued in panes of fifty stamps 
with the usual inscriptions on the 
selvedge designed to make the 
post office clerk’s task of account- 
ing an easier one. They were 
printed on nh oe paper 
(cross and circle) at the govern- 
ment printing plant in Berlin. 

A souvenir sheet bearing one 
copy of each of the three stamps 
was produced for the Hanover 
Fair also. It was not generally 
available at post offices and could 
only be secured at the special post 
office at the Hanover Fair. 

In order to be eligible to pur- 
chase a sheet, a ticket of admis- 
ision to the Fair had first to be 
obtained. This ticket had to be 
|presented at the time the sheet 
was bought at the Fair post office, 
the ticket then being duly 
stamped with a postmark to fore- 
stall a repeat purchase. 

German collectors were very 
much in opposition to this prac- 
tice, and had voiced their senti- 
ments in the newspapers and phil- 
atelic press. They claimed that

The “NOTOPFER” stamps with 
the wavy watermark were claim- 
ed by several of the big Berlin 
dealers to be extremely scarce 
since previously a few sheets only 
had been “discovered” in the 
Cologne post office. The claim of 
“rarity” for the wavy water- 
marked stamps will hardly hold 
good since sheets of them have 


been available at post offices in| 


other German cities. 

German collectors are vigorous- 
ly protesting the coming issue of 
commemorative stamps to honor 
Goethe which the three states of 
the French Zone are to produce. 
The collectors claim that the 
number produced of each of the 
recent issues has been too small 
to prevent speculation and a 
vicious spiral upward of prices. 

Inasmuch as they would like to 
add all the stamps of Germany 
to their collections, trying to 
keep up with current emissions 
has not been possible for a great 
number of them. Due to this same 
scarcity of collector money, the 
prices on some of the short issues 
of recent date have not advanced 
as prophesied by many of the 
dealers which hold them. 

It has taken an offering of 
near superb and expensive mater- | 
ial to bring bids from collectors ! 
at the many auctions throughout 
Germany. According to persons

ther stamps were rushed into print 
the same day (May 9). 

This time both the basic labels 
and the surcharge had to be 
printed. The new issue appeared 
on the afternoon of May 10 at two 
of the post offices, in sheets of 20 
(four horizontal rows of _ five 
each). The Hebrew plate num- 
ber “2” (letter Beth) and sheet 
numbers, both printed in black, 
appeared in the upper left mar- 
gin. For the 10 mils stamp no 
blue paper was available, and a 
light blue wash was therefore ap- 
plied to the sheets before the de- 
sign was printed. The overprint 
followed in a third operation.

The lines of the overprint of 
this issue were 1 mm. apart, at 
the foot of the stamps. Colors 
and papers were the same as in 
the first issue (except for the 10 
mils already described). The en- 
tire printing of this second issue 
was done at the Ha’oman Press. 
With the exception of the 5 mils 
this issue lasted until the first Is- 
rael stamps were available in Jer- 
sualem on June 20, 1948,

At the beginning of June, while 
Jerusalem was still enclosed by 
Arab armies, the 5 mils stamps 
were sold out. A third issue was 
therefore made at another print- 
ing house (Goldberg). This 
showed a small difference in the 
overprint, the numeral “5” hav- 
ing the neck stroke slanting in- 
stead of vertical as in both previ- 
ous printings. 

Very few of this issue were sold 
and no announcement was made 
about its appearance. The plate 
number this time was the Hebrew 
numeral “3” (Letter Gimmel) 
printed in the red-brown color of 
the stamp. The sheet number ap- 
peared in black, followed by a 
star. Numbers printed are not 
known, but this is the rarest of 
the “Jerusalem Provisionals.” 

The postmark used for the can- 
cellation of these stamps was sim- 
ilar to those used in the Jewish 
territory under the Minhelet Ha’-

(Post), at the bottom “Jerusa- 
lem,” and in the center “Minhelet 
Ha’am.” The date .was added 
with a seperate rubber stamp. 

On May 16 a special dated post- 
mark was used on the occasion of 
the founding of the States of Is- 
rael. No previous announcement 
with reference to this postmark 
had been made, and owing to the 
incessant shelling of the Jewish 
parts of the city, very few people 
went to the post offices. There- 
fore, very few of these postmarks 
exist. 

It should be mentioned that 
until May 15 the stamps of the 
Palestine mandate government 
could be used. They were can- 
celled with the above mentioned 
postmark of the Minhelet Ha’am. 
This postmark also appeared on 
letters left in the street letter- 
boxes by the mandate postal au- 
thorities when the postal services 
collapsed. The boxes were 
eventually cleared and the letters 
distributed after the opening of 
the Jewish post. 

On June 20, 1948, Jerusalem 
was again connected with the rest 
of the country (by Israel’s famous 
“Burma Road’’) and the new Is- 
rael stamps were first sold in 
Jerusalem. 


The Jerusalem issues may be 
summarized as follows:

Just as I mentioned in my last 
Notes, letters continue to come 
along now in a steady stream 
from interested readers and I am 
getting together a nice little pile 
of questions to be answered in 
this column. 

I have been asked for some in- 
formation on the booklets of Eire 
and what inverted watermarks 
exist. 

Booklets were first issued con- 
taining stamps of the definitive 
designs with “SE” watermarks in 
the %4d, 1d and 2d values (65a, 
66a and 68a). Thus these stamps 
can all be found with inverted 
watermarks, and nowadays are 
not too common. (Incidentally I 
might mention that the 2%%d value 
also exists with inverted water- 
mark but not from booklets as 
this stamp was not issued thus, 
they came from a sheet issue-No. 
69). 

In 1940 the watermark was 
changed to “E” and the same val- 
ues were issued in booklets( 106a, 
107a, 109a). The next year the 
rate for inland postage was 
changed from 2d to 2%4d and at 
some later date the 2d _ value 
stamps were dropped from the 
booklets and the 244d value (110) 
substituted. 

Some time after 1945 the 14d 
value with the sword design was 
dropped and the O’Clery design 
took its place, so that today the 
booklets contain the O’Clery 44d, 
Map 1d and 2%d Arms, all with 
“BE” watermark, 

Thus you can realize that the 
old sword %d and especially the 
2d map designs with inverted 
watermarks had comparatively 
short lives. And by the way the 
2%4d in booklet form is not listed 
by Scott. 

Now although the _ inverted 
watermarks are easy to sort out

on the definite designs, the 
O’Clery stamps present another 
problem. Because the O’Clery 


stamps are printed with the long 
side horizontal, the watermark 
therefore appears sideways. 
Thus these stamps from booklet 
panes may be found with the wa- 
termark sideways in two direc- 
tions. One of these represents the 
normal position and the other is 


the equivalent of an _ inverted 
watermark. How to _ separate 
them? 


If the normal stamp is examin- 
ed it will be found that the open- 
ing of the “E” of the watermark 
coincides with the opening in the 
curve of the large E in the design 
of the stamp. In the inverted 
case, the opening in the water- 
mark “E” is enclosed by the 
curve of the design E. It is rath- 
er difficult to describe, but can 
easily be seen by examining an 
ordinary sheet stamp. 

A correspondent from Brook- 
lyn, N. Y. tells me he believes 
that in the States there are clubs 
which specialize in the collection 
of the stamps of every country in 
the world—except Ireland! He 
wonders if an Irish Stamp Club 
could be started? 


Well! I think it would be an 
excellent idea, but it is up _ to 
some one on the spot. And judg- 


ing from the number of letters I 
have received from readers who 
tell me they lave Irish relatives 
I do not think that there should 
be much difficulty in starting such 
a club. 

So now, if any of you Eire fans 
like the idea, why not get crack- 


ing! I could help by mentioning 
it in this column. Anyway its an 
idea, 


Apart from the two new Air 
mails mentioned in my last Notes 
there are no official announce- 
ments of any further new issues 
either to the definitive designs or 
Commemoratives. But as soon as 
I get any news you will have it 
post haste under this heading. 

Several readers asked if a com- 
plete catalogue or check list of 
Irish stamps exists. I am afraid 
that the answer to that one is NO. 

Years back there was a very 
comprehensive catalogue publish- 
ed by W. G. Meredith, the last 
edition of which was issued in 
1927, but it is out of print for a 
long time now and copies are 
searce. I expect like a lot of oth- 
er books, most of them went up in 
smoke or salvage during the war 
years, 

Some day I might pluck up suf- 
ficient courage to try my hand at 
putting my notes together for a 
booklet on Eire, but it takes a lot 
of time to collect the necessary 
data about all the varieties and 
so on, but you can help me there 
by letting me know of any inter- 
esting things you come across on 
the stamps of Eire.
